the ground 6n atomic matters, 

Apparently referring to the top 
priority given the atomic problem by 
the general assembly is its resolution 
on arms limitation, Baruch said: 

“The best way of gaining our ob- 
jective is to do first things first. In 
the very forefront of that effort 
lies the contro] of atomic energy. If 
we are able to solve that vast pro- 
blem, the others will come easier.” 

The American proposal, stressing 
international controls and inspec- 
tions, was turned down flatly by | 
| Andrei Gromyko of Russia last 
summer, During the recent general 
assembly sessions, however, Foreign 
Minister Molotov agreed to inter- 
national inspections and controls, 
which would operate outside the} 
controversial veto but within the, 
framework of the security council. 

It remained to be seen whether, 
in the light of development, Gromyko 
now would accept the Baruch plan, | 
seek to amend it, or again insist on 
his own proposal, 

Gromyko’'s origina] resolution, also | 
put before the commission last sum- | 
mer, would ban atomic weapons and | 
leave control and punishment to the 
individual countries, 


Baruch's resolution calls for a 
strong international system of con- | 
trol of atomic energy established and 
defined by a treaty. This treaty 
(convention) would set up an inter- 
national] authority with full powers 
of inspection and contro] of the 
treaty regulations. The atomic bomb 
would be outlawed and the United | 
States would reveal] its secrets step 
by step with the setting up of effec- 
tive safeguards.

Cut on Wrist 

Fireman Gerlitz, who is well- 
known as a former rugby and 
hockey star, suffered a lacerated 
wrist while fighting the flames. 

“I don't know how it happened,” 
he stated as he was walking to one 
of the fire trucks for medical aid. 
He received treatment from Norman 
Arnold, physical instructor and first 
aid man for the department. 

Several of the other firemen suf- 
fered minor frost bites due to the 
extreme cold but Fire Chief Mac- 
gregor said none of the men were 
in serious condition. The majority 
were covered with icicles as they 
left the scene. 


No all-out signal had been given 


for the blaze at midnight as several 
firemen were kept on the job to 
douse the smouldering ruins with 


water. 
Held Up Traffic 

During the blaze, trolley bus and 
other traffic across the Low Level 
bridge was held up for a consider- 
able time as lines of hose were run 
across the bottom of McDougall 
hill. Fire Chief Macgregor said there 
was no necessity for holding up the 
traffic “too long” and gave per- 
mission for police and street rail- 
way inspectors to run the buses over 
the lines after putting raised boards 
beside the hoses 


Seven city policemen, under the 
direction of Deputy Chief Alex. 
Riddell and Set. A. Woodwards, 


handled the traffic. 

Firemen prevented the blaze from 
spreading to the home of David 
Bruner. Mr. Bruner and his wife 
live in a small house east of the 
burned building. The flames started | 
toward the Bruner house via a large 
pile of lumber and a shed but fire- 
men soon doused them. 

A car, owned by one of the em- 
ployes, was removed from the build- 
ing before the fire got a good hold, 
while a turkey in the office portion 
was “well singed.” The turkey was 
to have been cooked for Christmas 
dinner and already was plucked.

the rights declared by part one, by 
providing the means by which they 
may be enjoyed. 

The method proposed, according 
to the judgment, is to take control 
and management of all “credit in- 
stitutions” in the province, and for 
that purpose to set up a five-man 
board of eredit commissioners who 
would hold office during good be- 
havior, 

Authority Proposed 

This board under section 17 of the 
act “shall have the authority to 
license all credit institutions in the 
province and with the approval of 
the lieutenant-governor-in-council 
fix fees and make regulations re- 
garding the issue, cancellation and 
renewal of such licenses.” 

Part two of the act also provides 
that any credit institution operat- 
ing without a license shall be lable 
to a fine of $1,000 to $5,000 for each 
day if operates. It also allows the 
board to take over management of 
any such institution 

The court found it did not have 
completely to understand the def- 
inition of “credit institution” be- 
cause Hon. Lucien Maynard, Al- 
berta attorney-general, who argued 
the validity of the act, admitted 
that the term included chartered 
banks under the Dominion Bank 
act. 

The judgment said “It is quite 
clear the act deals with property 
and civil rights in the province, a 
subject matter on which the prov- 
ince has the right to legislate... . 
but it is equally clear the act deals 
with banks and banking, a subject 
matter on which parliament is given 
the right to legis! 


late.” 
Precedents Noted 

It has been repeatedly held, the 
court declared, that though the 
dominion may infringe on provincial 
rights, the “provinces cannot be 
permitted to infringe on subject 
matters assigned to the dominion.” 

Referring to a_ recent privy 
council judgment after an ap- 
peal made by the attorney-general 
of Quebec and the attorney-gen- 
eral of Alberta to uphold the val- 
idity of a Quebec statute which 
appropriated for provincial use 
‘unclaimed bank balances dormant 
for 30 years, the Alberta court 
said, “It seems to leave no room 
for doubt that the act now under 
consideration, as far as part two 
is concerned, is ultra vires.” 
The judgment then deals with the 
contention by Mr. Maynard that at 
time of Confederation banks 
dealt in credit but did so only to the 
extent of their cash reserves and 
that extension of this dealing be- 
yond that does not fall within the 
term bankine as used in the B.N. 
A. act in 1867

Development Plain 
“Undoubtedly the business or 


trade of banking as it is called in the 
old act has developed and expanded 
greatly since Conferation but it 
Still remains banking. 

“Surely it cannot be said that the 
dealing in credit to the present ex- 
tent is not the legitimate business 
of the banker. The privy council 
said in 1894 and reaffirmed only a 
few weeks ago that the term bank- 
ing in Section 91 of the B.N.A. act 
embraces every transaction of that 
nature and consequently no prov- 
ince has the right to enter that 
field. 

“The act moreover is clearly in- 
valid on the still narrower and more 
direct ground that by Section 17 and 
other sections it not merely inter- 
feres with but actually prohibits 
banks from carrying on any of 
their business without a license 
under the act.”

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Canadians Benefit 
Big Fruit Pack 


By H. R Mardy 

OTTAWA.—With tinned fruit off 
the ration list as a result of one 
of the most spectacular fruit crops 
in many years, end with an ex- 
ceptionally fine crop of vegetables 
resulting in one of the biggest 
packs in Canadian history, the Can- 
adian housewife is going to be able 
to stock up her pantry shelves dur- 
ing 1947 in a wey reminiscent of 
pre-war days. 

ven after meeting certain com- 
mitments to Great Britain in re- 
spect to tomatoes and tomato juice, 
and allowing @ certain percentage 
of her fruit end vegetable pack 
for export, Canada is going to 
have more for herself this year 
than she had had since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

Here are the round figures on 
the 1946 canned fruit pack: 


Apricots, 


of 128,000 cases; peaches, 1,200,000 
cases, increase of 670,000; plums, 
700,000 cases, up 364,000 cases: apple 
juice, 1,000,000 cases, increase of 
846,000. 

The figures in respect to the 
vegetable pack are equally im- 
pressive, Here is the way the 1946 
pack stacks up against the 1945 
pack: 

Tomato juice 4,299,000 cases, an 
increase of 2,007,900; tomatoes, 1,625- 
000 cases, an increase of 196,000; 
peas 4,250,000 cases, increase of 
3,013,000; corn, 1,681,000 cases, in- 
crease of 196,000; beans, 1,212,000 
cases, increase of 92,000. 

Last year Canada sent Britain 
75,000 cases of tomatoes and 250,- 
000 cases of tomato juice. She will 
send approximately the same this 
year. 

Offictals of the prices board said 
just because Canada had a record 
pack of fruit and vegetables this 
did not mean she intended to ex- 
port them and leave Canadians 
short. Canadians are to have first 
call, any surplus would be exported. 

Certainly oo sweetened canned 
fruits will be exported, as these 
contain rationed sugar. 


@ Warns’ Against 
Keeoing Gas Tax 


SASKATOON, (CP) — Provincial 
governments were warned Monday 
by the United Farmers of Canada, 
Saskatchewan section, not to “flirt” 
with the idea of levying the three- 
cent gasoline tax. The 
federal tax will be removed April 1, 
1947, and it was indicated Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba were con- 
sidering whether they would levy 
the tax. 

“We are somewhat alarmed to 
learn that provincial governments 
are flirting with the idea of keep- 
ing the tax for provincial revenue 
purposes.” George Bickerton, re- 
search director said. “We would 
warn provincial governments 
against such action.” 

“When protesting farmers re- 
quested the federal governments to 
remove the tax, they did it with a 
view to reducing their operation 
costs and not to increase provincial 
revenue,” he said.

Saves Wife, Child, 
Loses Own life 


CALGARY, (CP) -— _ Gordon 
jrasswick, 29, lost his life by ex- 
posure while rescuing his wife and 
three-year-old daughter from 
flood waters which cascaded 
through Bowness park west of the 
city early Monday, it was shown 
when additional details of the 
tragedy were received, 

Mrs. Grassick was taken to hos- 
pital suffering shock, and _ the 
daughter, Anne Margaret, is being 
cared for at the home of neighbors 
Property damage of more than 
$50,000 was caused. 


An ice jam in the Bow river in

Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Dynes, residents 
of a two-storey home 50 yards west 
of the Grassick residence, said they 
were awakened at 2:10 a.m, when 
the house shook and flood waters 
were entering their home. 

They heard shouts for help and 
then Grassick brought his three- 
year-old daughter i»to their home. 
He returned to get his wife, Mar- 
garet, a British war wife, who only 
came to the home from Scotland 
six weeks ago 

Grassick returned and rescued his 
wife, then almost paralyzed from 


burden and previous exertion made 
the effort too much for him and} 
he became stranded on the fence. 

His shouts for help attracted the 
attention of George Staal, principal 
of Bowness school. By this time 
Robert Galbraith and Earnest Hoar, 
neighbors, with the aid of Jerry 
Rogers, owner of the Dynes’ cabin, 
had launched a small boat and put 
out to the rescue. The boat cap- 
sized and Rogers was thrown into 
the waters but was saved by his 
companions, 

A larger boat, owned by Mr. Staal, 
was launched and they were able 
to get to the Grassicks. They had 
just brought them to shore when 
city firemen arrived. 

Grassick had not drowned, but 
the extreme cold (the temperature 
was about 12 below zero) had so 
numbed him that efforts to revive 
him were in vain.

Health Services 
Short of Doctors

OTTAWA, — Scientists and tech- 
nical men generally are not the 


only professional men the dominion 


government is finding it hard to | 


obtain and hold, owing to the com- 
paratively low salaries paid by gov- 
ernment departments. 


The department of national 
health and welfare is woefully short 
of qualified medical men to staff 
such institutions as Indian hos- 
pitals, Indian reserves, etc. 


A civil service competition is ba- 
ing held for medical men to fill 
such posts, but applications have 
been few. The department hones to 
attract young men who feel they 
have a “mission,” who feel they 
want to contribute something to 
the national life by taking on some 
}of the “tough” jobs. 

Unfortunately, private practice 
would appear to hold out monetary 
rewards far greater than those of- 
| fered by the government, and young 
physic‘ans, for the most part, shy 
away from government appoint- 
ments. 

However, some progress toward 
better salaries has been made. A 
few years ago the department of- 
fered $3,120, a free home, fuel and 
light to medical men taking on 
}hinterland medical posts. Today, 
the salary has been upped to $4,800.

The Council is told to report back 
to the Assembly when it meets again, either 


presenting the plan called for or explaining why 
none has been formulated. Thus the idea has 


not been shelved, nor the Council left to do as | 


it pleases. The Assembly wants action, and is 
to get action or be told why not. 

The delegates did not even bother to insist 
on a recorded vote on the resolution, They 
demonstrated their unanimity by cheers when 
the question was put, with none dissenting by 
silence. 

Those cheers will bring responsive approval 
in every part of the world. They expressed the 
Gread which fills the minds of men and women 
everywhere as they contemplate the possibility 


of another—and worse—global conflict. And they | 


voice as well the conviction of enlightened peo- 
ples that war is a hang-over from the dark ages, 
for deliberately continuing which there can be 


no mora! justification, 
The nations will not, of course, start to cut 
down their armaments forthwith. That would 


be folly on the part of any until all are pledged 
to do so, Until the “treaty” is signed, no country 
will begin demolishing its defences, Next year’s 
tax-bills will not be reduced in consequence of 
the resolution, 

Nor is there any use expecting one hundred 
percent disarmament. Troops will still be requir- 
ed to back up police forces and preserve in- 
ternal order, in every country, The nations 
will still have to contribute their quotas to the 
international forees with which the Security 
Council can enforce the Charter should this be- 
come necessary; there are still men in this world, 
and long will be, who would make war the in- 
strument of national policy—or the means of 
personal ascendency—if allowed to. 

But the military, naval and air establish- 
ments necessary for these purposes wil] be tri- 
fling in comparison, will cost relatively little, 
and will not in themselves constitute a menace 
to peace . 

How far the Council's plan will go, how 
rapidly reduction will be recommended, 
and what the Assembly will do when the report

comes in, are matters for the future. What has 
been definitely gained is that universal reduc- 
tion to the minimum is now unanimously ap- 


proved, and the machinery has been set in mo- 
tion to bring this about, — 

Had the Assembly done nothing else, this 
would stamp the session as one of the history- 
making events of all time; perhaps the most im- 
portant international gathering ever held, not 
excluding those at San Francisco and Versailes.

Empire to Work 
On Cosmic Rays 


LONDON, (Reuters) —Important 
plans for British and Empire par- 
ticipation in research and harness- 
ing of cosmic rays have been an- 
nounced in a government blue book 
based on the recommendations tak- 
en at the Commonwealth scientific 
conference last July. 

Cosmic rays have not yet been 
harnessed, but they are believed to 
represent a release of atomic energy 
far greater than the energy un- 
leashed by the atomic bomb. 

The blue book seveals the scientific 
conference, to keep up cosmic ray 
research, urged: 

1, The Australian government be 
asked to maintain the research 
station at Cape York, Queensland, 
which already has made important 
contributions in the cosmic ray 
field. 

2. Britain and New Zealand 
should contro] jointly the valuable 
research station at Suva, Fiji 
islands 

3. Highly-specialized stations be 
installed at Nairobi, Kenya, and at 
Graham Land 
the South Polar sea.) 

Recommendation by the confer- 
ence’s committee on radio and cos- 
mic ray research include the re- 
lease to the dominions of infor- 


regarded as secret, on German re- 
search into the quartz crystal clock 
manufacture.

The committee further recom- 


mends establishment in London of 
a permanent British Commonwealth 
scientific office to co-ordinate all 
research.

The American naval Antarctic

Canada to Grant 
Veterans’ Loans 


VANCOUVER, (CP)—Veterans 
Affairs Minister Ian Mackenzie, 
addressing the Board of Trade, said 
the challenging conception of a 
world government was the most 
hopeful signpost pointing along the 
pathways of peace. 

“It is not enough that we are 
against war—that we are for peace,” 
he said. “What matters is that we 
shall have the intelligence to find 
and courage to pursue the true 
pathways of peace.” 

Peace should not be thought of 
as merely an armed truce among 
nations. There was international 
peace and domestic peace. Peace 
could be kept or broken in local 
affairs—in indusstry in relation 
between man and man, between 
capital and labor, between province 
and province as wall as between 
nation and nation 

Lessons learned in settling 
dustrial differences were applicable 
to the wider problems in_ the 
struggle toward peace. Co-operation 
should be the watchword of those 
who spoke for every point of view.

The mystery epidemic, which has 
attacked 48 other persons, occurred 
in maternity wards where the “high- 
| est possible standards of feeding and 
attention are rigidly observed,” the 
health official said. 
|} Dr. G. ©. Williams, Oxford city 
| medical officer, reporting on the 
| Cowley Road hospital's maternity 
| ward, closed as a result of the dis- 
jease, said only two of a staff of 
21 midwives and nurses escaped in- 
fection and 29 babies suffered at- 
tacks but there had been no deaths. 


He said a mild form of gastro- 
enteritis was prevalent in the ma- 
| ternity sectior since early July. The 
attack rate mounted until in Oc- 
tober it struck about 75 percent of 
the admissions. 

The publit health laboratory serv- 
| ice has been unable to obtain “any 
positive results as to the type of 
organism responsible for the out- 
break.” 

The Leicester general hospital was 
hardest hit.

Cut Electricity 
As British Shiver 


By Basil Dean 

LONDON, — As thermometers in 
southern England Tuesday hovered 
between 20 and 30 above zero, re- 
peated reductions of voltage and 
frequency—and occasional outright 
cuts—of the nation’s eletricity sup- 
| ply were causing widespread dislo- 
cation in industry, transportation 
and kitchens. 

Faced with loads beyond capacity 
of power stations, officials of the 
central electricity board are fight- 
ing the danger of permanent dam- 
age to their equipment, first by 
warnings on the radio to the public 
to switch off all unwanted lights, 
heaters and stoves and second, if the 
warnings fail, by imposing compul- 
sory reductions in supply 

By cutting voltage and lowering 
frequencies, it is possible to reduce 
loads by five to ten percent. This 
has been done dozens of times 
Lights burn imperceptibly less bright 
and heaters emit slightly less 
warmth, so inconvenience is not 
severe for the nation’s housewives

N written especially 
for Christmas, it 
is the carols that, 
to the people as 
a whole, mean the strong link be- 
tween music and Christmas and add 
immeasurably to the enjoyment of 
the season. 

The birth of Jesus inspired many 
writers of Christmas songs, as this 
subject has appealed to the pedple 
of all lands, 

Of course, the first Christmas song 
was that sung by the angel host over 
a field near Bethlehem on the night 
of the Saviour’s birth. They had 
only shepherds for an audience, yet 
what a gloroius song it was! Beyond 
all question the greatest and most 
famous of Christmas songs was the 
one that has inspired all Christmas 
songs that ever have been written. 

Famous 14 Words 

A song is not a great song be- 
cause it is lengthy. Indeed the true 
value of a song lies, as a rule, in its 
conciseness, a fact song-writers 
would do well to keep in mind. The 
angels’ song consists of only 14 words 
in the English translation which is 
found in Luke 2:14, namely, Glory to 
God in the Highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men,” yet 
this song was the alpha of all 
Christmas music. 

Among the thousands of Christ- 
mas songs there is a small group 
which, because of being in more 
genera] use, the favor they possess, 
and their striking merits, stand out 
as the most famous of human ef- 
forts in this class of songs. The 
songs included in the, following list 
are among the most used, most 
loved and best known. 

They are placed in order of age: 
“While Shepherds Watched Their 
Flocks by Night. 

Hark the Glad Sound, the Saviour 
Comes. 

Hark, the Herald Angels Sing. 

Christians Awake, Salute the Hap- 
py Morn, 

Angels from the Realms of Glory 

The writer of the first was Nahum 
Tate, born in Dublin in 1652. He 
died in straightened circumstances 
—in fact he was hiding from his 
creditors, in Southwark, London. 
The end came Aug. 12, 1715. In con- 
junction with D. N, Brady he wrote 
a metrical] version of the Psalms, 
which became widely known. In 1702, 
a supplement of this work, Tate in- 
serted his now famous Christmas 
song. The tune generally used for 
it is known as “Winchester Old” 
which appeared in Alison’s Psalter 
in 1539. 

Written by Dodderidge 

Dr. Dodderidge, a man of varied 
mental powers, of rich religious ex- 
perience and beloved and esteemed 
as a teacher and writer on religious 


subjects, wrote on Dec. 28, 1735, the | 


second song in the list. 

He was born in London, June 26, 
1702, and was the 20th child of his 
parents, His many abilities came to 
maturity at an early age, but while 
engaged in his labor as a minister 
and religious teacher, he developed 
tuberculosis. He sought relief and 
cure in a land with a less trying 
climate than that of England, but 
he died at Lisbon, Oct. 26, 1751. He 
was a most successful hymn writer, 
and several works from his pen have 
permanent places among the stand- 
ard hymns of all English-speaking 
countries, 

Charles Wesley was the writer of 
the third song. He was born Dec, 29, 
1708 at Epworth, Lincolnshire, and 
was the brother of, and co-worker 
with John Wesley. The latter, as far 
as organization is concerned, was 
the founder of the Methodists, but 
Charles was the poet’ of the move- 
ment. Among his 7,000 pieces of 
poetry are such famous hymns as 
Jesus Lover of My Soul, Thou Shep- 
herd of Israel and Mine, Give Me a 
Heart to Praise My God, and many 
more. Hark the Herald Angels Sing 
ranks among his best efforts. The 
music was composed by the great 
master, Mendelssohn. 

Written by Doctor 

Dr. John Byrom was the writer of 
the fourth song. He was born in 
1691 at Kersall, near Manchester, 
and died there in 1763. In early 
manhood he gave himself to the 
study of medicine, but in later years 
became a successful teacher of 
shorthand of his own invention. He 
was strongly religious and was high- 
ly respected. His Christmas song ap- 
peared in 1750. The original copy is 
framed and hangs in the Chetham 
library, Manchester. 

James Montgomery was a religious 
poet, who, in his lifetime, gained 
great praise from friends and read- 
ers of a serious turn of mind, but 
most violent criticism from some 
eminent literary men, including Lord 
Macaulay. He was born at Irvine, 
Ayrshire, Scotland, Nov. 4, 1771. 

He died in Sheffield, April 30, 
1854. It was in his paper, Iris, that 
Angels From the Realms of Glory 
appeared, Dec. 24, 1816. It is his best 
known poem and in many ways it 
merits a place among the _ finest 
Christmas songs ever written. 
Among his other well-known poems 
are Servant of God, Well] Done, and 
Stand Up and Bless the Lord.

Aussie Survived 
Jap ‘Beheading’ 


TOKYO, (AP) — An Australian 
soldier told the international war 
crimes court Monday he had lived 
through a Japanese officer's at- 
tempt to behead him—“I felt a hea- 
vy, dull blow on the back of my 
neck”—and eventually had crawled 
to safety after recovering conscious- 
ness to find himself buried in a 
shallow grave. 

Colin Fleming Brien, 3, of Syd- 
ney, said his botched “execution” 
took place after he was captured, 
wounded, in battle near Singapore 
early in 1942. 

A platoon of Japanese soldiers and 
15 Japanese officers stood in parade 
formation in a jungle clearing, Brien 
testified, while “I was searched; 
then the officer who brought me to 
the clearing said in English: ‘you 
are going to meet your god.’ ” 

Brien was ordered to sit down with 
his feet and legs in the shallow 
grave, his wrists were tied behind 
his back and a towel tied over his 
eyes. 

“After a few seconds I felt a heavy, 
dull blow on the back of my neck,” 
he continued. “I fell over on my 
right side, then lost consciousness. 

“When I regained consciousness I 
was lying at the bottom of the grave 
underneath clods of earth. I had a 
large wound in the back of my neck, 
and was covered with blood. 

“T lay there for about an hour. I 
could not use my hands, and the only 
way I could get out was to lever the 
pile of clods with my feet. I man- 
aged to dislodge them and craw] out, 
and staggered into the jungle grass 
where I lay all day.” 

That night, he testified, he man- 
aged to untie his wrists. After three 
; days, he reached Singapore where 
he surrendered to civil police who 
handed him over to their Japanese 
masters 

He recuperated in prison hospital 
and remained in prison camps at 
Singapore until the end of the war 
he added, 


7 Provinces Ask 
Railways Tell Case

OTTAWA.— For the first time in 
Canadian history, all four western 
and all three maritime provinces 
are taking joint action in the matter 
of railway freight rates. 

Tueir experts have been consult- 
ing in Montreal with a well-known 
firm of auditors, and seven pro- 
vinces will apply to the transport 
board for an order compelling the 
railroads to file full particulars in 
connection with the railway associ- 
| ations’ application for a 30 percent 
freight rate increase. 

Menitoba’s Premier Garson reach- 
ed Ottawa Sunday -for relief debt 
discussions. Mr. Garson would not 
discuss freight rates but admitted 
he had lengthy consultations with 
Walter Macdonald, Winnipeg audi- 
tor who came from Montreal witn 
Alberta’s rate expert, J. J. Frawley, 
to sce him. 

Mr. Garson is here to iron out de- 
tails and conclude a relief debt 
settiement with the dominion, 
along the lines of that secured by 
Saskatchewan, Under the Saskat- 
chewun formula, Manitoba stands 
to have some $6,000,000 of treasury 
bill debt cancelled, and another 
$18,000,000 refunded on easy terms. 


‘Best’ Prisoners 
Allowed to Stay? 


LETHBRIDGE, (CP) — The 
Lethbridge Herald Monday said it 
had learned from a Canadian army 
officer, associated with the de- 
tention of German prisoners of 
war for several years, that each 
captive to be allowed to remain in 
Canada “shows promise of becom- 
ing a good Canadian citizen.” 

(Federal officials have said they 
are considering the question of al- 
lowing some prisoners to remain 
in Canada, The last repatriation 
draft is scheduled to leave Canada 
Dec. 22.) 

“The officer explained that each 
of the captives who will remain has 
‘a perfect record’ with the Canadian 
military’ or he would not be per- 
mitted to stay,’ that each has been 
carefully selected by the Canadian 
army, that each is a firm believer 
in democracy and that each has 
been highly recommended for res- 
idence in Canada by his former 
employer in this country.”
